According to pris- 
oners captured after the action, two 
regiments driven from their position 
by our attack lost over 8,000 men, 
that ie to say, more than half their 
strength. We have made progress in 
the Bois Brune, in the forest of Apre- 
mont,” 

AUSTRIAN REPORT, 

VIENNA, Feb. 24, via London (9.50 
pam.)—The following official commu- 
nication was issued today:
